cal new health profile of Northamp¬ 
ton is mainly influenced by people’s 
‘lifestyle choices’ rather than a 
lack of NHS intervention. 

The Department of Health’s 
Health Profiles 2009 declared the 
health of people in Northampton 
was generally lower than the aver¬ 
age for the rest of England. 

The profiles also found that men 
from the least-deprived areas of 
the town could expect to live more 
than seven years longer than those 
in the most deprived areas. 

The figures showed the town 
itself was below the England aver¬ 
age for: 

■ Early death from cancer, although 
this was improving; 

■ Children’s health. 

■ Levels of smoking in pregnancy, 

■ Breast feeding initiation 

■ Teenage pregnancies. 

Dr Stephen Horsley, NHS North¬ 
amptonshire’s Director of Health, 
said: “We can work with people 
but it is down to their own lifestyle 
choices. This snapshot also men¬ 
tions that the health of people 
generally across the county is bet¬ 
ter than average, with levels of 
deprivation, drug misuse, alco¬ 
hol-related harm and diabetes bet¬ 
ter than average.” 

Over the last 10 years, rates of 
death from all causes and early 
deaths from heart disease and 
stroke have improved and are now 
close to the England average. And 
the percentage of physically active 
children was higher than the aver¬ 
age for England. 


NINETY per cent of Northamp¬ 
tonshire's GP practices are 
now offering better and longer 
opening hours, according to 
a report published today. 

Seventy two surgeries are making 
it easier for patients to manage their 
working life, home commitments and 
health by providing more choice in 
booking appointments either early 
in the morning, Monday to Saturday, 
or in the evening. 

They include the Abington Park 
Surgery in Ardington Road, The Pines 
Surgery in Harborough Road, 
Kingsthorpe, Denton Village Surgery 
and the Danetre Medical Practice in 
Daventry. 

The first of four proposed walk-in 
health centres, giving patients access 
to a health professional seven days a 
week from 8am to 8pm, is also up 
and running in Corby. 

Dr Peter Walters, a GP at the 
Queensway Practice in Wellingbor¬ 
ough, said: “We have been running the 
extended hours for over a year now 
and have had an excellent take up 
and feedback from patients has been 
positive. Some of these extra appoint¬ 
ments are from patients who are not 
necessarily ill, but come to us with 
routine general check ups so we can 
maintain the progress of their health. 

“This is good for them because it 


means we can stop any serious health 
problems developing in the future 
and good for us as we are helping 
reduce the burden on the health ser¬ 
vice.” 

Jane Bailey, primary care manager 
for NHS Northamptonshire, said: 
“When you need a fast appointment, 
you can expect to be offered one within 
two working days, or an appointment 


with a practice nurse within one 
working day All GP surgeries should 
also offer you the opportunity to book 
appointments more than two days in 
advance, if you prefer. 

“We are delighted that so many of 
our GPs have come on board and now 
offer longer opening hours, giving 
patients greater flexibility when mak¬ 
ing appointments in order to better 


suit their commitments and life¬ 
styles. 

“The feedback we are getting shows 
patients are really pleased with the 
access they have to local family doc¬ 
tors and their services.”

Major plan 
to expand 


MORE than 40,000 houses could 
be built around the edges of 
Northampton, Daventry and Tow- 
cester according to new plans. 

The documents, which have been 
published by the West Northamp¬ 
tonshire Joint Planning Unit (JPU) 
show the largest potential devel¬ 
opment site is land between Grange 
Park, Wootton and Little Houghton 
where 18,000 homes could be built. 

The scheme could also see an 
extra 5,663 houses built between 
Moulton and Overstone, 2,200 built 
on the edge of Collingtree and 
6,900 built on the edge of Duston. 

And more than 5,300 houses 
could be built around Daventry 
and almost 5,000 more in South 
Northamptonshire. 

Revealing the plans at the Guild- 
hall yesterday, the leader of 
Northampton Borough Council, 
Councillor Tony Woods (Lib Dem, 
St Davids), acknowledged some of 
the proposals would be unpopu¬ 
lar with people living close to the 
possible development sites. 

He said: “Inevitably this is going 
to be hugely controversial and 
there will be a number of people 


who will not be happy with the 
proposals we’re bringing forward. 

“We understand that feeling, but 
if people are putting objections 
in, they need to provide alterna¬ 
tives.” 

The housing plans have been 
put together as part of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s long-term scheme to 
increase the size of Northampton 
and the surrounding area. 

The expansion plan was first 
put forward several years ago by 
the Government as a means of 
relieving the pressure on housing 
markets in the south-east of the 
country 

Major developments have already 
been seen in locations such as 
Upton and Duston, but this is the 
first time areas for more new 
houses have been identified. 

Although it is not yet confirmed, 
the houses will be built in the 
newly-identified areas, Council¬ 
lor Woods said the specific loca¬ 
tions had been chosen to make 
sure they would fit in with neigh¬ 
bouring towns. 

He said: “For Northampton, I 
think the key factor is to main¬ 


tain it as a compact and accessible 
city.” 

Exact details of what could be 
built in each area have not yet 
been revealed, but the JPU has 
said the expansion would involve 
the creation of schools, leisure 
centres, shops and green areas. 

The document has also suggested 
Northampton town centre would be 
improved by the redevelopment 
of both the Grosvenor Centre and 
the town’s railway station between 
2011 and 2016. 

There would also be a new road 
linking the Ml with the A45 at 
Great Billing Way and another 
around the north-west of 
Northampton linking Weedon Road 
with the A43 while both Towcester 
and Daventry would get their much- 
wanted bypasses. 

The plans will be discussed by 
members of the JPU on July 6 and 
are expected to be put out to public 
consultation for six weeks before 
being submitted to the Govern¬ 
ment in November.

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32,000 
homes for 
outskirts 

MORE than 32,000 houses could be built around 
the outskirts of Northampton in the coming 
decades under the latest expansion plans. 

The largest area identified in the plan is the 
so-called Northampton South East section 
between Grange Park and Little Houghton 
where the plans suggest 18,000 houses could be 
built and 11,000 new jobs created. 

The area would be linked to the town centre 
by a new, as yet undecided, transport system and 
there would also be two or three new primary 
schools, a new secondary school and a library 
built in the area. 

The scheme would also bring a major new road 
built, linking the Ml from Junction 15 with the 
A45, creating a new link road around the out¬ 
side of the town. 

Discussing the plan, the leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, Councillor Tony Woods 
(Lib Dem, St Davids) said: “It would effectively 
be a new suburb of the town, so it would have 
to have excellent transport links, both for cars 
and for alternative means of transport.” 

The second largest expansion area identi¬ 
fied in Northampton would be Northampton 
West, which skirts around the edge of Dus- 
ton, towards Harpole. Here, the new plans sug¬ 
gest there could be 6,900 houses built as well as 
shops, a library a new primary school and 
possibly a secondary school. 

A section of land between Moulton and Over¬ 
stone, known as Northampton North, could 
also see the development of 5,663 houses, the cre¬ 
ation of 3,400 jobs and the construction of a park 
and ride service. 

There would also be two or three primary 
schools, a secondary school, health facilities and 
a library to serve the community. 

The smallest site in Northampton which has 
been identified in the plan is an extension to 
Collingtree where 2,200 houses would be built, 
as well as a new primary school.

GOVERNMENT proposals which could 
put plans to sell a stake in Royal Mail on 
hold, were welcomed by union leaders 
in Northampton but they have voiced 
concerns that the move could stall 
plans to modernise the service. 

Members of the Communication 
Workers’ Union opposed the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans when they were first 
announced, as they saw it as a step 
towards privatising the mail. 

But Mick Fitzmaurice, who is secre¬ 
tary of the union’s Northampton branch, 
said while members were opposed to any 
privatisation, they were not against 
other proposed changes, such as the 
modernisation of the service. 

He said: “There really has been a 
mixed response to the latest news from 
people here in Northampton. 

“We’re pleased in one way, because we 
think it’s the right thing to do. 

“But the company does need to move 
forward and modernise, we want that, 
just not any private investment. 

“So we’re pleased they’ve stepped 
back from the privatisation, but it’s 
not right just to kick the whole thing 
into the long grass.” 

Plans for the future of Royal Mail 
were due to be put before Parliament in 
the next few weeks. 

But on Monday, the Government’s 
business secretary, Lord Mandelson, 
said the move may now be delayed 
because there was a lack of time to 
discuss the issue before Parliament’s 
summer recess. 


Air crew at 
training day 

THE Warwickshire and Northampton¬ 
shire Air Ambulance have teamed up 
with the police to help firearms offi¬ 
cers learn first aid skills for treating gun¬ 
shot wounds. 

The crew arrived unannounced to the 
candidates and put them through their 
paces regarding helicopter arrivals, 
handovers, clinical assessment and treat¬ 
ments at the training day. 

Andy Williamson, chief executive of 
the WNAA said: “It is important that 
these sessions are true to life and mirror 
real life scenarios and that is where 
WNAA came in, providing, experience, 
skills and knowledge. This was a great 
exercise to prepare for the possibility of 
such incidents and build further links 
with other emergency services.” 


Can private sector 
do job any better? 



Rubbish collection is 
thought to be one of 
the first areas to be 
scrutinised to see if it 
could be privatised 


EVERY section of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s work will be inves¬ 
tigated to see if it would be better if 
it was privatised. 

In a shock announcement on Mon¬ 
day night, the authority said it 
planned to invite “business and other 
organisations” to “offer their exper¬ 
tise and propose how they could 
help the council deliver better ser¬ 
vices”. 

It is understood the first areas of 
the council’s work to be put under the 
spotlight will be street sweeping and 
rubbish collection. 

But the leader of the authority, 
Councillor Tony Woods (Lib Dem, 
St Davids) last night confirmed even¬ 
tually every service provided by the 
authority, including leisure centres 
and housing, would be investigated 
to see if private companies could 
run them better. 


He said: “We’ll test our services 
against those which could be pro¬ 
vided by the private sector. 

“There’s no decision at this point 
to privatise any services, but we are 
looking at how we can provide better 
services for less money right across 
the board. 

“So nothing is being ruled in or 
out.” 

The council currently employs 
1,200 people to carry out services 
as varied as graffiti removal, parks 
maintenance and housing advice. 

Councillor Woods said he expected 
the Guildhall review would find 
council services could be provided in 
a variety of different ways, including 
joint operations with neighbouring 
councils, privatisation deals and 
moving some services over to the 
voluntary sector. 

He added: “We expect we’ll end 


up with a good number of our ser¬ 
vices delivered by our own staff, 
some across council boundaries, 
some by the private sector and some 
by the voluntary sector.” 

But he added: “Where a better 
deal can’t be found elsewhere, we 
will keep services in-house. But there 
are several services, notably street 
cleaning and litter picking, that 
could be done better, and at less cost 
to taxpayers, by working with the 
private sector.” 

In advance of yesterday’s 
announcement, council chiefs held 
lengthy talks with union leaders. 

Opposition councillors also found 
out about the proposals late last 
night. 

Among the sternest critics was 
the leader of the council’s Labour 
group, Councillor Keith Davies (Lab, 
Ecton Brook). 


He said: “If we outsource every¬ 
thing, what are we doing here as a 
council? 

“There would be nothing we’d be 
left responsible for. We’d just be sec¬ 
retaries sorting out contracts.” 

The leader of the Conservative 
group, Councillor David Palethorpe 
(Con, Billing) was also critical of 
the situation. 

He said: “It worries me deeply 
that council finances have been 
allowed to decay to the point where 
the administration feels it must go 
down this path.” 

The council’s only independent 
member, Councillor Tony Clarke 
(Ind, Castle) added: “It’s a despicable 
move. Pushing services out to the 
cheapest bidder isn’t a way to 
improve them.” 

The proposals will be discussed 
by the council’s cabinet on July 6.

Plans 
to treat 
waste 
at site 


LAND on Northampton’s Crow 
Lane, has been earmarked as a 
possible site for a waste treat¬ 
ment plant just yards away 
from an existing sewage 
works which residents have 
been protesting against for 
years. 

County councillors will meet 
next month to decide whether 
the site should be put forward 
to bidders as a potential area 
for the multi-million pound 
plant. 

The plant, which would be 
for all the waste that cannot be 
recycled or composted, is part 
of Project Reduce, an initia¬ 
tive under which Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council and 
Milton Keynes Council have 
been working together to 
develop cost effective meth¬ 
ods of waste treatment. 

The county council cabinet 
will vote on whether the 
authority should enter into 
an agreement to lease the site 
with Anglian Water. 

If agreed, the land would 
then be offered to bidders as a 
site where the facility could 
be built, should the bidder 
wish to do so. 

Councillor Heather Smith, 
county council cabinet member 
for environment, growth and 


transport, said: “Milton Keynes 
and Northamptonshire are 
likely to see significant hous¬ 
ing growth over the next 20 
years and this will obviously 
bring about a growth in the 
amount of waste being gen¬ 
erated. 

“Locating a suitable site for 
the residual waste treatment 
plant is a significant step for¬ 
ward in the process of find¬ 
ing a long-term solution to 
this challenge. 

“Several sites were exam¬ 
ined for their potential and 
on balance it was agreed that 
this one was the most suit¬ 
able.” 

In late 2008, DEFRA app¬ 
roved the outline business case 
for Project Reduce and, under 
the terms of a Private Finance 
Initiative (PFI) deal, provi¬ 
sionally awarded the two coun¬ 
cils £138 million support sub¬ 
ject to Northamptonshire 
County Council securing land 
that could be offered to bid¬ 
ders under the joint contract. 

The Campaign for Lower 
Ecton Action Now (CLEAN) 
has been protesting against 
expansion of the current 
sewage works there and calling 
for tighter odour controls for 
years.

What happens 
to our rubbish? 

■ Residual waste is waste that is not recycled or 
composted. In the past it has mainly been 
buried in the ground at landfill sites. This is 
no longer considered a sustainable solution 
and there are increasing environmental policy 
and financial drives to treat residual waste 
rather than landfill it. 

■ The process of deciding on a site, finding a 
bidder and deciding the method of treatment 
will last around two years, with a further two 
years necessary to build the facilities. 

■ The forms of treatment available fall into two 
main categories: Thermal treatment - involv¬ 
ing some form of combustion of the waste - 
and mechanical biological treatment (MET), 
where the waste is stabilised through some 
form of biological treatment after, and/or 
before, mechanical separation of the non- 
organic material. 

■ Northamptonshire currently recycles approxi¬ 
mately 44 per cent of its waste.

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Appeal for 
taxi driver 
protection 

POLITICIAN Brian Binley has renewed 
his call on the Government to provide 
extra protection for taxi drivers from 
drunken passengers. 

Last year, the Conservative MP for 
Northampton South, Brian Binley, called 
on the Government to push for the instal¬ 
lation of CCTV cameras and protective 
shields in taxis and private hire cars. 

And this week he called again on the 
Government to provide protection for 
vulnerable drivers. 

In a House of Commons debate, he 
said: “Taxi drivers work on the front 
line of transportation and in the late 
hours, not least because no other trans¬ 
portation is available then. Their cus¬ 
tomers are unknown to them and they 
often pick them up in the very dimmest 
of light.” 

Discussing the fact that nationally, 51 
taxi drivers have been murdered over 
the last 15 years, he added: “Taxi drivers 
carry out a vital function in some of 
the most difficult circumstances that 
we might imagine, and they pay a price.” 

His comments were welcomed by the 
Government’s transport minister, Sadiq 
Khan, who said the Government had 
made moves to improve driver safety in 
the past year, including publishing a 
leaflet which tells drivers how they can 
improve their safety.

LATEST figures, which showed 
a rise in the number of mort¬ 
gages and suggested the hous¬ 
ing market was starting to 
recover, do not reflect the local 
picture according to estate 
agents and mortgage brokers in 
Northampton. 

According to the Bank of 
England the number of mort¬ 
gages approved for house pur¬ 
chase rose for the fourth month 
in a row during May, with a 
total of 43,414 loans being 
approved, up marginally from 
April and 10 per cent higher 
than in May last year. 

But local estate agents have 
said the figures do not neces¬ 
sarily mean the housing mar¬ 
ket is starting to recover. 

Rob Godfrey, partner at Bid- 
wells estate agents in 
Northampton, greeted the news 
with “cautious optimism”. 

He said: “I think it is far too 


early to say whether we are 
on a consistent upward rise 
but certainly transaction levels 
are high and we have seen 
marked improvement during 
the months of May and June 
this year to levels which would 
not have seemed out-of-place 
in 2007, which was at the height 
of the market. However, we 
are finding the willingness to 
lend is still not at the levels it 
needs to be conducive with a 
buoyant housing market.” 

Mortgage brokers in the 
town have said the figures may 
be misleading. 

Ashley Jones, director of 
Northampton Mortgage Com¬ 
pany, said: “I would put these 
figures down to people who 
have got a sizeable deposit. 
Lenders are still unlikely to 
offer first-time buyers com¬ 
petitive rates unless they are 
putting down a sizeable deposit.

STICKERS urging police offi¬ 
cers to think when reversing 
have been placed in police vehi¬ 
cles in a bid to cut the num¬ 
ber of collisions. 

Bright yellow stickers with 
the words “Reversing? Think!!” 
have been stuck to dashboards 
in officers’ cars and a colli¬ 
sion reduction plan has been 
put in place. 

The moves were taken after 
officers were found to be leav¬ 
ing handbrakes off causing 
their cars to roll into other 
vehicles, or driving vans into 
areas which are too low for 
them, costing the force thou¬ 
sands of pounds and causing 
“untold inconvenience” while 
vehicles were out of action. 

Officers have been warned in 
the Northamptonshire Police 
newslettter, Nene Beat, that 
they must keep costs down and 
protect their “public image” 
by avoiding such “embarrass¬ 
ing” accidents. 

Chief inspector Sean Bell, 
of the force’s Police Vehicle 
Collision Reduction Group, 
said: “I’m talking about things 
like handbrakes being left off 
so that vehicles roll into some¬ 
thing. 


“Things like that are embar¬ 
rassing when they involve 
members of the public, and 
are very costly to put right. 

“At a time of reducing bud¬ 
gets, we cannot afford care¬ 
lessness and the Police Author¬ 
ity would expect us to take 
every step we can to keep costs 
down and protect our public 
image.” 

A target of no more than 
204 police collisions set by the 
group for 2007/8 was exceeded 
by 12. 

Chief Insp Bell said: “The 
good news is that we have very 
few serious collisions given 
the nature of the work we do 
and the millions of miles our 
fleet of vehicles cover every 
year. 

“But we have to set that 
against the fact that so many 
bumps are caused by care¬ 
lessness and could easily be 
avoided.” 

The new Police Vehicle Col¬ 
lision Reduction Plan will mean 
officers who have scrapes and 
bumps as a result of such care¬ 
lessness now face retraining 
or an entry in the Performance 
and Development Review (PDR) 
system.

LEADING THE WAY IN PATIENT PRIVACY AND DIGNITY 



Here Lynn Andrews, 

Assistant Director of Nursing 
and Patient Care at NHS East 
Midlands, the Strategic Health 
Authority, answers some of the 
most commonly asked questions 
relating to 

Same-Sex 

Accommodation 


WHAT IS SAME-SEX ACCOMMODATION AND WHY DOES IT MATTER? 

If you’re a patient in hospital or visiting a friend or relative your main concern is immediate treatment 
and a speedy recovery. You have told us that your privacy and dignity is also important. This is why as 
part of a privacy and dignity drive in our hospitals, NHS organisations in the East Midlands are working 
hard to eliminate mixed-sex accommodation and provide same-sex accommodation for patients. 


WHAT IS MEANT BY SAME-SEX ACCOMMODATION? 

Same-sex accommodation is where sleeping areas, toilet and washing facilities are designated as either 
men-only or women-only. This means that men and women shouldn’t be in beds next to each other 
and toilets should be clearly labelled for men’s and women’s use. Disabled toilets and washrooms can 
be used by either men or women as they can require specialist equipment or facilities. 


SLEEPING FACILITIES 

Sleeping facilities in same-sex accommodation can be provided in a number of ways including; same-sex 
wards, where the whole ward is occupied by men or women only; single rooms for one patient, or 
wards where men and women are in separate bays within that ward. In this instance a solid partition 
will be used as a privacy screen to separate men and women. 

TOILET AND WASHING FACILITIES 

Toilet and washing facilities should be clearly labelled and easily accessible - ideally, either inside or next 
to the ward, bay or room. Patients should not need to pass through the same room as the opposite 
sex or use toilet and washing facilities designated for use by the opposite sex. 

WHY IS SAME-SEX ACCOMMODATION SO IMPORTANT? 

Going to hospital can be a worry and we understand patients are obviously anxious about the 
procedures they’re having.You have told us that being in mixed-sex accommodation can be 
uncomfortable, compromising your privacy and dignity at a time when you may already be feeling 
vulnerable.The most common concerns include physical exposure, being in an embarrassing situation or 
other patients overhearing sensitive conversations. It is for these reasons that NHS organisations in the 
East Midlands are making excellent progress towards providing same-sex accommodation and improving 
the experience of patients. 

WHEN ADMITTED TO AN NHS HOSPITAL WITHIN THE EAST 
MIDLANDS WHAT CHANGES COULD I SEE? 

You should know that every effort is being made to provide same-sex accommodation. A member of 
staff can help put your mind at ease whether you’re a patient or if you’re concerned about a friend or 
relative. 

Same-sex sleeping, toilet and washing facilities should be clearly shown via new signage which is going 
up in many of the region’s hospitals. New bathrooms and toilet facilities are being installed providing 
more facilities. Changes to wards include the use of privacy film, full height partitions and the 
installation of doors on open bays. 

Sometimes there will be situations where there is no alternative to men and women sharing facilities, 
for instance where patients need urgent or highly specialised care such as intensive care. This is 
because your care is paramount and our first priority is getting you better. We know from speaking to 
patients that you understand reasons why sharing facilities may happen. If this is the case, then staff on 
the ward will explain why and when your move to same-sex accommodation is possible. 

While there is still some work to be done, the vast majority of our hospitals have already made good 
progress toward providing same-sex accommodation. This is to ensure that all our patients have the 
best possible experience while in our care. 


WHAT CAN I DO TO FIND OUT IF I WILL HAVE SAME-SEX 
ACCOMMODATION? 

If you’re about to be admitted to hospital and you want to confirm that your accommodation will be 
same-sex, please call the hospital’s admissions department or ask a member of staff. 

Alternatively log onto www.eastmidlands.nhs.uk and follow links to all the NHS websites in the region. 


LOOK OUT FOR MORE SAME-SEX 
ACCOMMODATION INFORMATION 

To help explain about same-sex accommodation to patients and their visitors a range of materials have 
been launched. Posters, pull-up banners, leaflets and bookmarks will be in NHS facilities across the East 
Midlands and advertising will be appearing in local newspapers. All of which feature NHS staff from the 
region. 

In Northamptonshire a leaflet will be delivered to homes in the county explaining more 
about accommodation in the county’s NHS hospitals. 


PATIENT DIGNITY AND PRIVACY A PRIORITY AT 
NORTHAMPTON GENERAL HOSPITAL 


Same-sex accommodation at 
hospitals in Northampton is 
getting a welcome boost thanks to 
Government funding. 

Facilities at Northampton General 
Hospital NHS Trust are being given 
an upgrade to enhance privacy and 
dignity for all patients. 

The Trust has secured £l.3m 
funding from the Department of 
Health to boost the provision of 
same-sex accommodation at the 
hospital and in addition, the Trust is 
investing a further £500,000 of its 
own funds to maximise the 
improvements that are being 
made. 

Work has already started and is 
due to be completed in September 
2009. Improvements include new 
same-sex toilet and bathroom 
facilities with new signage, as well 


as privacy screens. 

Sue Hardy, Director of Nursing, 
Midwifery and Patient Services at 
the Trust, says “Privacy and dignity 
for patients has always been a 
priority for us but this additional 
funding has meant we can make 
our patients feel more 
comfortable and secure. We are 
committed to ensuring our 
patients are cared for in same-sex 
accommodation where 
appropriate, as we know this is 
what they and their families 
prefer.” 

The same-sex accommodation 
project is being supported by an 
awareness campaign, to highlight 
the benefits of the improvements 
to those living in the NHS East 
Midlands region. These 
communications, which all feature

Power, luxury and a 
sensory experience 



T he need to seat a family of four, stay 
affordable on that family’s budget and 
accommodate the wardrobe from their 
back bedroom with seats folded down can 
play havoc with a good motorcar. We all need 
a certain degree of practicality but it’s when 
the harshest constraints are lifted that 
things can really get interesting. Creating a 
user-friendly, sub £15,000 MPV is hugely 
challenging for the car designer but 
conjuring up a vehicle built around power, 
luxury and sensory experiences has got to be 
a real blast. Presented with just such a 
remit, Jaguar’s creative team came up with 
the XKR Convertible. 

There are plenty of options out there for 
the sports convertible buyer with £80,000 
burning a hole in his or her pocket. 
Assuming that performance is a big priority, 
the Porsche 911 Turbo Cabriolet, the BMW 
650Ci and the Mercedes SL500 would all be 
desirable options. 

Aston Martin’s Vantage isn’t a million 
miles away price-wise either. This is the 
definition of stiff competition but Jaguar is 
a brand with newfound confidence and the 
stomach for a fight. 

In the past, Jaguar played second fiddle to 
the leading German brands with regards to 
engine technology Not any more. The XK’s 
5.0-litre V8 is a high-class, modern unit and 
with a supercharger bolted on in XKR form, 
it steps up to another level. The 510bhp is 
only half the story With the aid of its 
supercharger, the engine produces 625Nm of 
torque all the way from 2,500rpm to 


5,500rpm. That equates to a formidable 
amount of urge available right where you 
need it. Plant the throttle and the XKR 
Convertible will hit 60mph from a standing 
start in 4.6s and it takes just 1.9s to blast 
from 50mph to 70mph. 

On the road, there is a certain amount of 
detectable flex in the chassis as a result of 
this convertible model being divested of its 
fixed roof. It doesn’t impact on the XKR too 
seriously however, as this isn’t a car 
developed for the racetrack. Its active 
suspension makes for comfortable cruising 


and the direct steering and slick automatic 
transmission combine with the effortless 
pace from the engine to produce an 
exhilarating driving experience. 

The gearbox is a paddle-operated six-speed 
Jaguar Sequential Shift automatic that can 
adapt to the driver’s style. This is 
marshalled by a neat rotary knob of the 
JaguarDrive Selector which resides where 
the gear lever would otherwise be. 

The hood does its stuff in a fraction less 
than 18 seconds, stowing neatly beneath an 
aluminium tonneau, so you should be able to 


go from open to closed or vice versa in the 
time it takes for a set of traffic lights to 
change. The car is edgier, more angular than 
you expect upon first acquaintance, but the 
curve of the waistline up over the rear 
wheelarch gives it a really powerful look. 
XKR-specific bits include that more 
aggressive front bumper with colour keyed 
finish that incorporates tall air intakes on 
each side, aluminium trimmed side power 
vents, old-school bonnet louvres and an 
aluminium trim on the mesh grilles. The 
XKR’s engine is not the big, crude V8 you’d 
find in an American muscle car. 

This is a highly advanced piece of 
metalwork on Jaguar’s part with its 
aluminium construction, independent 
variable cam timing and spray guided direct 
injection. It all spells decent efficiency as 
well as big performance, even if that is in 
the context of a 500bhp sports convertible. 
Economy is measured at 23mpg on the 
combined cycle while emissions of C02 are 
measured at 292g/km but it could be worse. 

People spending £80,000 on a sports 
convertible want something that feels special 
and that’s where Jaguar’s XKR Convertible 
scores big. From its 510bhp V8 engine to the 
classy interior ambience, it’s a car that fills 
the senses and makes the most mundane 
drive a real experience. 

It isn’t the uncompromising sportscar that 
so many of its rivals strive to be but it has 
the raw pace to live with the best and 
rewards handsomely on a flowing road while 
also maintaining an element of comfort.
